However, it does not appear to be 
likely that Dr, King ’would have had in Ms pockets bills spread over a period of 
so iaany months, I therefore am inclined to believe that all of this was not obtained 
at one time.

Sarvis. had 
been cMef investigator for the liberal DA, I think named Gerstein. Or was he Dardis? 

ibje Americana Hotel Men's Shop bill is filed as a Sing record. Bernard Lee 
was one of Ms closer associates. Whether or not on this occasion, and I‘d have to 
check to be certain, cnee at about that time when f-ing was in NY and at that hotel 
the K.Y. field office conducted unauthorised electronic surveillance on him. FBXHQ.
